of Public Works 


At the last meeting1 of the Board of 


Public Works new rates,' rules and 
regulations were adopted, for the wa- 
ter division. Five thousand , copies 
were ordered printed and a copy,: will 
be mailed to .every consumer on, or 
before May. 1st. •

Under, the new regulations the time 


when water rates are due'is changed 
from January. 1st and July 1st to May 
st. and November 1st, and bills for 
fractional period, January 1st to May 
1st, will-be mailed on-or before May 
1.

tions in rejation to attaching new 
plumbing to the water system and 
requirement of maintaining all plumb- 
ing in first class condition to save 
waste.

Au- 
gu'sC Peter eon ; and William McPhee 
financed- the expedition, which left 
Fairbanks on Dec. 16. At that time 
the dispute over Cook's claim to hav- 
ing reached the top of North Amer- 
ica's tallest peak was at Its height. 


The: party planned to :walt on the 


mountain, as near the top aa possible,

hardships and difficulties of the trip, 
however, proye^l less serious than had 
beeii expected, and with favorable 
weather conditions the party advanced 
rapidly.
